They were stopped 
by two armed men, who had eros3- 
ed over the frontier, and dispos- 
sessed. of a quantity of roast pork 
which was to have constituted their 
evening meal, It is also reported 
that 4 small sum which they’ had 
on them was stolen. 


The report of .the other ‘case 
shows that a rickshaman had quite 
a seiire when fired-at by a number 
of men who are believed to be mem- 
bers’ of a Inbour pitket, from 
across the frontier. He had been 
on his way to Takooling to fetch 
an Indian constable attached to the 
local police station who was ailing 
with fever, He was permitted to 
go unmolested to his destination, 
but on- his return, with the sick 
man in the vehicle, he was fired 
on, at a point on the yoad which is 
nearest the Chinese frontier. On 
the shots being fired, the coolie 


immediately dropped the shafts of 


the richsha and bolted to take 
cover, and the sick Indian was 
forced to return on foot to Tukoo- 
ling. :

Lessons of : Warfare. 

In time of poace prepare for 
war. That seems to bo tho motto 
most popular with the Bations, 
and, disarmament conforences 
and pacts notwithstanding, it is 
only the pacificist cranks who re- 
fuse to admit that the bost policy 
in our times is proparedness, The 
day ofa fraternal international- 
ism, the “brotherhood of man, the 


federation of the world” might i 


como. But at present it is too 
utopian to bo considered in prac- 
tical politics, Sothe Powers con- 
tinue to hold manocurres on sea 
and land, to invent now weapons 
for offence and defence, and to 
“Itis ine 
teresting. in this connection to 
consider some of: the changes, 
which have come about with re- 
gard to the British fighting forces 
since the war. Many people speak 
of the lessons of the war as if all 
that 1914 to 1918 had to teach us 
had been learned,. but: actually 
there is much more to be noticed 


in recent. developments, both in|’ 


the navy and army. These im- 
provements are thus never really: 
at astandstill. One of the great 
lessons. of. the last war was the 
uselessness of old methods of 
training the common-or-garden 
fighting man. The white targets 
with-concentric rings have given 
place, in marksmanship training, 
to khaki and drab and green 
figuro-targets, silhouettes, and so 
forth. The last few yoars have 
seen the further introduction of 
snap-shooting - approximating to 
active service conditions. The 
whole idea of training is,- in- 
deed, changed. . Then when we 
come to consider various arms of 
the service we find the compara- 
tive uselossness of cortain historic 
‘units in the light of modern ad- 
vanco. A writer in one of the Lon- 
don journals: voices a general 
opinion, after the recent British, 
army Manoguvres, that the de- 
velopment of tanks has made 
cavalry generully obsolete. Horse- 
soldiers will no doubt resent this 
somewhat sweeping condemna- 
tion, but the altered conditions of 
warfare, with the greater dopen- 
dorice on machinery, cannot be 
denied. Just as tho motor car is 
replacing horse-drawn vehicles, | 
so must the tanks of various kinds 
replace the mounted forces ‘in 
most instances. But one factor 
cannot be done away -with—the 
humble individual soldier. And 
of all units the most humble, the 
often most-abused, infantryman 
romuins indispensable. So it 
svems that those days when tho 
haughty huséar rode past the foot 
soldier with undisguised’ con- 
tempt arc definitely passing; and 
the P.B.L, pationt, plodding, since 
the days of the longbow the main 
rampart of the army, aro at length 
coming into their own.

AMERICAN Income TAX ISSUE. 


(Our, Gwn Correspondent.) 


Shanghai, Nov. 28. 

Those Americans of Shanghai 
who fall into the: fortunate category 
of the elect have lately come upon 
a spectre that-haos arisen’ out of 
Washington, D.C., with the waning 
of the old year. This is the income 
tax, : “7 : 

How many Americans in “China 
ingome tax |: 
through the years since Congress 
enacted ‘this exceadingly intricate 
measure, of course, is not discloscd, 
but it ia a fair guess to say tadt 
many who would have been paying 
heavily in a home environment, 
have been fit to let the question 
slide for one cause or another and 
by .redson of this circumstance. ‘a 
situation that warrants real appre 


hension has arisen, because when} 


Congress‘ did pass this law it 
attached to it penalties that are far- 
reacaing and drastic, 

For some years-it has been ‘a 
legend among moneyed Americans 
in Saanghai that tne Washiggton 
Government had given more or leas 
definite assurance that payment of 
income tax woyld never bo exacted 
from Americans residing in China. 
According to the story, some tima 
after the law went into. effect a 
highly placed American official in 
Shangaai wrote .to the Troasury 
Department at Washington and-ask- 
ed if Americans in Cnina would be 
required to comply with the pro- 
visions.of the law. He was inform- 
ed, so the tale goes, 'that while the 
American Government would accept 
any’ paysents forwarded under the 
terms of the measure, no” active 
steps would be taken to enforce col- 
lections. Tae Department at that 
time—if the legendary correspon- 
dence ever was exchanged—simply 
dodged a question which” 
became the subject of litigation. 
So to-day when the contention is 
advanced. that the Washington 
Government never has through all 
the years moved to demand payment 
of income tax, the answer given

PEKING EXPERIENCES, 


Of all the experiences so ‘far, 
the most exeiting was the trip 
10 Peking. The vessel put into 
Chingwantao and was there met 
by a special train which had been 
brought down from the Capital 
by Mr, James Park, of the Depart- 
meut of Communications. After 
the train had left Peking, a revolt 
among Chang Teo-lin’s soldiers 
broke out and the line was block- 
ed by-troop trains. - Just after 
leaving Tientsin, the rails were 
found to have been™ torn ‘up, this 
‘discovery being made when going 
dead slow in the middle of. the 
night. The train crew had to re- 


pair the line, fishing the rafls out}. 
o£ a neighbouring’ creek, and the} - 


train then came alowly on, finally 
getting to Chingwantao in time to 
meet the: steamer. When the 
train came to return to Peking 
with its full load of tourist-pas- 
senyers very considerable delay 
was ‘experienced owing to troop 
trains blocking the line. The 
passengers.- amused themselves 
photographing the soldiers, ete, 
end arrived at Peking nine hours 


late. But Peking's wonders soon |. 


compensated for the delays and 
tiring train. ride, and a special 
train, "manned by Allied soldiers 
from the Legations, preeeded the 
tourists’ train back to Chingwan- 
tao. Shanghai has not been visit- 
ed because when the itinerary war 
being made-up Shanghai was in 
the throes of the recent disorder. 

The vessel leaves Hongkong on 
Friday evening for Manila, the

Inviiible . Signals " Replicing 
Flash, 


A “Wireless Lighthouse” is the 
latest of the wireless adaptations 
devised by Senstore Marconi. Its 
possibilities ara such thut it may 
quite conceivably Jargely « sup- 
plemont, if it does not suparseda, 
prosont-day . meothads of .shore 
signalling’ and. conquer tho 
terrors of-darkness and fog. 

Jnstead of a lighthouse tlash- 
ing out’ to. sea, a groat verial 
slowly revolving, would flagh 
into space an invisible signal 
which would not only warh ships 


exact position to be identified in 
the thickest fogs. 

Though the device iy. only in 
the experimental: stage, it, is 
sufficiently advanced 
muniration’ purposes, Senatore 
Marconi's yacht Elettra sailed 
fram Dover with Senatore Mar- 
coni on-board and a numbor of 


panics and Government Depart- 
ments, She keptin ‘touch with 
an experimental revolving acrial 
on the South Foreland lighthouse 
right round tho Kent coast and 
up the estuary, of the Thames 
until) she had almos: reached 
Southend. - Her course . could 
be spotted by the signals received 
with oxtrome accuracy. 

The secret of the invention 
lies in the use of directional 
beam wireless. The exporimontal 
aerial on the South Foroland is 
a remarkable structure. It looks 
like a gigantic cage, and ‘com- 
prises a number of energised 
aerials arranged in a straight 
linc, together with a number of 


Areflecting aerials, or simple bits 


of wire, insulated at both ends, 
arranged behind thom, and paral- 
lel tothem,at a distance. of one 
quartor of the wave-léngth. All 
the acrials are vertical and are 
approximately one wave-length 
in height, this in'the cause of the 
South Forcland being just over 6; 
metros. Special arrungemonts 
are provided for ensuring that 
the currents induced in all the 
energised sorials aro in phase 
with one another.

‘The wavolongth of 6 
motres used cannot © interfere 
with any other transmission. - 

Long-range signals are not 
required in oa device of 
which the primary purpoge 
‘is .to. guide navigators in 
darknoss and fog near ‘porilous 
cgasts.. But Sonatere Marconi 
has. heard the South Foreland 
signals at a distance of one 
hundred miles, “The chief ob- 
ject of tho tests wus to ‘ascortain 
the effect of bean, transmis¢ion 
overland.. The results were 
entirely sutisfuctory. When the 
Elettra “was steaming up_ the 
Thames estuary, the South Fore- 
land signals, sont from twenty- 
six miles away, almost entirely 
overland, were clearly audible. 


While all other kinds of nuts, 
especially hazel und Spanish 
chestnut, have proved a deplor- 
able faijure this autumn, there 
has beén in England, almost 
everywhere a ‘fair. crop of 
walnuts.
